DEPTH OF A RAINFALL. 

j The Method by Which It la Accurate* 
ly Measured. 

Probably one question that has pua- 
zled the lay mind is how the depth of a 
rainfall may be accurately determined. 
The way it is done is this: 

A funnel whose larger aperture rep¬ 
resents a surface of 100 square inches 
is placed in a position where it may 
catch the direct fall of th^- rain, with 
the rim of the funnel extending per¬ 
haps an inch or more beyond the plat¬ 
form to which it may be fixed. This 
is for the purpose of preventing any 
rain from being washed Into the funnel 
and increasing the true fall. From this 
funnel the water runs to a tube which 
bears an exact and carefully determin¬ 
ed ratio to the area of the funnel’s 
mouth, say .me-tenth.
